Auburn exposes a great many 
fallacies concerning the boll wee- 
vil. He shows first that aflcr the 
hibernation of the insect—after 
it is snugly sheltered for the wiu- 
ler—no cold weather that this lat- 
itude can furnish will an u rule 
kill it. If but 'A or 4 per emit of 
the hibernated injects survive the 
winter season the 
problem of 


fighting them in the warm .season 
remains unchanged. Dr. Hinds 
shown, too, that the boll weevil' 
can not he controlled by the use 
of powdered arsenale of lend or 
any other insecticide. Nor !H late 
planting a possible remedy. There 
in in short no remedy except early 
planting of early maturing seeds, 
and the best of cultivation after-
